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ALONZO  GRAY  —  Born  Janesville,  Wis.,  Sept.  7th,  1861.  In 
1863  the  family  moved  to  Eden  and  settled  on  a  farm  at  what  now 
is  Alpha  in  Fayette  Co.,  Iowa.  In  1867  they  moved  to  the  village 
of  Waucoma,  where  my  parents  died.  In  1878  I  drove  a  covered 
wagon  to  western  Kansas  where  my  sister  had  a  homestead.  I 
returned  to  Iowa  in  1880  and  learned  a  trade.  In  the  winter  of 
1882-3  I  went  to  business  college  at  Decorah,  Iowa.  In  the  Spring 
I  entered  a  competitive  examination  for  West  Point  and  won  it. 

I  entered  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  in  June  1883  and  grad¬ 
uated  in  June  1887. 

Aug.  16,  1887,  I  married  Josephine  Drew  at  Highland  Falls, 
N.  Y.  We  then  went  to  Fort  Sill,  Ind.,  Territory  where  I  served 
a  short  time  as  additional  2d  Lieutenant  of  the  5th  U.  S.  Cavalry. 
In  November  we  went  to  Fort  Bayard,  N.  M.,  where  I  joined  the 
6th  Cav.  as  a  2d.  Lieut.  In  1888  the  regiment  moved  to  Fort  Win¬ 
gate,  N.  M.  In  Dec.  1890  the  regiment  was  moved  to  South  Dakota 
where  it  took  part  in  the  Sioux  Indian  Campaign.  In  Feb.  1891  my 
troop  “H”  marched  to  Fort  McKenney,  Wyo.  In  1893  the  troop 
was  moved  to  Fort  Niobrara,  Neb.  In  the  Summer  of  1894  the 
regiment  was  sent  to  Chicago  during  the  railroad  strikes.  In 
Oct.  that  year  it  was  sent  to  Fort  Myer,  Va.  In  Jan  1895  I  was 
promoted  to  a  First  Lieutenant  and  sent  to  Fort  Sam  Houston  to 
join  the  5th  Cav.  That  Fall  my  troop  “H”  was  sent  to  Fort  Ring- 
gold,  Texas.  In  Jan.  1898  the  troop  marched  to  Fort  Clark,  Texas. 
When  the  Spanish  War  broke  out  the  troop  went  to  New  Orleans, 
then  to  Mobile,  then  to  Tampa,  Fla.,  then  to  Huntsville,  Ala.,  and 
in  Jan.  1899  it  sailed  from  Savannah,  Ga.,  to  Porto  Rico.  It  took 
station  at  Arecibo.  The  Summer  of  1899  the  troop  was  moved  to 
Mayaguez.  In  Dec.  1900  the  troop  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  took  station  at  Jefferson  Bks.,  Mo.  The  2d  of  Feb.  1901  I 
was  promoted  to  Captain  and  ordered  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan., 
to  join  the  14th  Cav.  then  being  organized.  I  was  made  Capt. 
of  Troop  “D”.  In  the  Summer  my  squadron  was  moved  to  Fort 
Riley.  Kan.  That  Fall  I  went  on  recruiting  service  at  Trinidad, 
Pueblo  and  Denver,  Colo.  In  Oct.  1903  I  joined  the  regiment  in 
San  Francisco  and  went  with  it  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  We  were 
stationed  at  Malabang  Mindanao  from  which  place  we  took  part 
in  many  Moro  campaigns.  In  Nov.  that  year  for  action  in  Jolo  I 
was  cited  for  “gallantry  in  action”  for  which  I  received  a  Silver  Star 
Medal. 

In  Nov.  1905  the  14th  Cav.  returned  to  the  United  States.  My 
troop  was  stationed  at  Fort  Walla  Walla,  Wash.  Following  the 
earthquake,  my  troop  went  to  San  Francisco,  Cal.  In  Sept.  1907 
I  entered  the  service  school  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  where  I 
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remained  two  years.  In  the  Fall  of  1909  I  again  sailed  to  the  Philip¬ 
pines  with  my  regiment  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Stotsenberg. 
In  Jan.  1912,  after  having  been  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Major 
on  June  26,  1911,  I  was  ordered  to  Tientsin,  China,  as  Intelligence 
officer.  In  Feb.  that  year  I  was  detailed  to  the  Inspector  Generals 
Department  and  ordered  to  San  Francisco.  In  Feb.  1913  I  went 
to  San  Antonio,  Texas,  as  Inspector  General  of  the  Southern  De¬ 
partment.  In  Dec.  1915  I  was  relieved  from  that  department  and 
ordered  to  Fort  McIntosh,  at  Laredo,  Texas.  In  1916  the  border 
troubles  broke  out  while  at  San  Ignacio,  Texas;  and  while  in  com¬ 
mand  of  troop  I  and  M  14th  Cav.,  June  16,  the  camp  was  attacked 
by  a  band  of  Mexicans  and  a  severe  fight  followed.  The  Mexicans 
were  severely  defeated  with  a  lost  of  eight  dead,  twenty-two  wounded, 
six  captured  and  twenty-two  rifles  picked  up  after  the  fight.  We 
lost  three  dead  and  four  wounded. 

I  was  appointed  Colonel  Aug.  27,  1916,  and  commanded  the 
post  of  Fort  McIntosh  till  Nov.  1917  when  I  was  ordered  to  take 
command  of  the  6th  Cav.  and  prepare  it  for  foreign  service.  I 
joined  the  6th  Cav.  at  Marfa,  Texas,  and  with  the  assembled  regi¬ 
ment  marched  to  Fort  Sam  Houston,  arriving  Nov.  10th,  1917. 
On  Mar.  4th,  1918,  the  regiment  left  Fort  Sam  Houston  enroute  to 
France.  Arrived  at  Camp  Merritt  Mar.  9th  and  sailed  for  France 
on  Mar.  16th.  Arrived  at  Liverpool  Mar.  28th.  Mar.  29th  the 
regiment  went  into  cantonment  at  Winchester,  Eng.  Apr.  3d  sailed 
from  Southhampton  for  Havre,  France.  On  April  15th  I  reported 
at  Tours  for  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General. 
On  June  28,  I  left  Tours  for  Bordeaux  and  took  command  of  the 
general  depot  of  St.  Sulpice  D’zon.  On  Sept.  13th,  1918,  I  received 
orders  to  join  the  7th  Division  which  I  did  at  Ancy  Le  France  Sept. 
17th.  Sept.  30th,  the  Div.  arrived  at  Manoncourt.  Oct.  2,  Gen.  Dick- 
man  picked  me  up  and  took  me  to  Toul  where  we  had  dinner.  On 
Oct.  3d  he  assigned  me  to  the  356th  Inf.  of  the  89th  Div.  which 
I  joined  Oct.  4th  at  Thiaucourt.  Oct.  10th  the  Div.  arrived  at 
Rececour.  I  was  relieved  from  the  356th  Inf.  Oct.  11th  and  re¬ 
ported  to  Gen.  J.  L.  Hines  at  3d  Corps  Hqs.  at  Montzeville.  I  was 
sent  to  the  5th  Div.  as  Liaison  Officer  at  Mont  Faucon.  Oct.  14th 
I  was  ordered  to  join  the  35th  Div.  which  I  did  at  Somme  Dieu 
on  Oct.  15th  and  was  put  in  command  of  the  70th  Brigade.  Oct 
18th  Gen.  Thomas  Dugan  took  the  70th  Brig,  and  I  took  command 
of  the  140th  Inf.  on  the  Verdun  front.  Headquarteers  at  Belle 
Rupt. 

On  Nov.  7th  the  35th  Div.  was  relieved  and  marched  through 
the  rear  areas  to  the  south  of  St.  Mihiel  for  the  purpose  of  going 
into  the  drive.  On  Nov.  1 1th  the  140  Inf.  was  at  the  Negro  village, 
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when  news  of  the  armistice  reached  us.  On  Nov.  25,  I  again  took 
command  of  the  70th  Brig.  Dec.  7th  I  resumed  command  of  the 
140th  Inf.  Dec.  28th  I  again  took  command  of  the  70th  Brig, 
at  Commercy. 

The  brigade  commanders  were  permitted  to  make  a  tour  of 
the  occupied  area  of  Germany.  I,  with  others,  left  Feb.  14th  and 
visited  Luxembourg,  Treves,  Coblenz,  Mayence,  Bonn,  and  Co¬ 
logne.  Returned  to  Commercy  Feb.  20th.  Feb.  21st  I  left  Com¬ 
mercy  and  on  the  24th  joined  the  37th  Div.  at  Ballon.  I  inspected 
money  accounts  till  the  Division  left  on  Mar.  5th  for  Brest. 

I  sailed  for  home  on  the  President  Grant  on  March  20th  and 
landed  at  Newport  News  April  2d,  1919.  I  reported  to  the  War 
Department  and  was  ordered  to  Fort  Sam  Houston  to  command 
the  post.  I  arrived  there  Apr.  15th,  I  was  ordered  to  command  the 
Arizona  District  and  took  command  on  Jan.  17th,  1920.  I  was 
ordered  to  command  the  Army  Base  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  arrived 
there  Oct.  4th,  1920.  I  was  relieved  from  the  Army  Base  Jan.  28th, 
1922,  and  ordered  to  Baltimore,  where  I  was  taken  ill  and  sent  to 
Walter  Reed  Hospital  at  Washington.  I  was  retired  from  active 
service  July  1st,  1922,  and  settled  in  that  city.  Retired  for  disability 
in  line  of  duty.

This  record  also  gives  the  date  of  birth  and  names  of  children 
which  agrees  with  the  record  of  the  Hattie  Smalley  Bible.  This 
proves  positively  that  Mary  and  Polly  were  one  and  the  same  person. 
Record  showing  the  distribution  of  the  estate  of  Joseph  Gorham 
of  Fairfield  shows  him  to  have  had  a  daughter,  Mary.  She  was 
baptized  at  Greens  Farms  May  12,  1771.  She  was  living  with  her 
mother,  then  Mrs.  Asher  Taylor,  at  Kent,  Conn.,  Aug.  8,  1789.  This 
is  shown  by  Norwalk,  Conn.,  land  records,  book  16,  page  440.

There  was  another  David  Barlow  who  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  He  was  from  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and  was  in  Col.  Lambs 
regiment.

GRAY,  WILLIAM.  See  Waters  1/749  and  264.  William  Gray  of 
Harrow  on  the  Hill,  Middlesex  Co.,  Eng.,  had  four  sons  who  lived 
to  maturity.  He  died  about  1647.  His  will  of  Jan.  27,  that  year 
was  proved  Jan.  4,  1648.  The  will  mentions  Henry,  John,  Isaac, 
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William.  William  Gray,  of  London,  being  uncertain  what  arms 
his  father  was  entitled  to,  and  showing  that  he  was  one  of  the 
lineage  of  one  of  the  heirs  of  Robert  Grey,  late  of  London,  mer¬ 
chant,  deceased,  to  whom  Sir  Edward  Bysshe,  garter,  granted  arms, 
the  same  was  duly  differenced,  and  confirmed  to  the  said  William 
Gray  and  his  brothers.  Viz.:  “Barry  wavy  of  six  argent  and  azure: 
on  a  bend  gules,  three  garlands,  or:  Crest  a  badger  passant  or:  “The 
male  descendants  of  these  brothers  are  therefore  entitled  to  bear 
these  arms  (Harlein  Manuscripts  6/140  in  register  61/386).  These 
arms  are  recorded  at  the  College  of  Arms  Queen  Victoria  St.,  Lon¬ 
don  E.  C.  4  on  May  7,  1656.  The  spelling  in  manuscripts  is  Grey 
instead  of  Gray. 

HOLLY,  JOHN.  To  Stamford,  Conn.,  1654.  Died  there  May  25, 
1681. 

HUBBELL,  RICHARD.  Lived  in  Ribsford  Parish,  Eng.,  Worcester
